invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Weaver '365 in view of Buxton '654 and Stember et al '338. 

Weaver teaches a foldable coin purse with a coping pocket having a window at 
1 1 and a flap with a flange to retain the coins. Note the fasteners which secure the coin 
purse folded as shown in Figure 3. Although the purse of weaver is formed of separate 
pieces to have formed it of a singe blank with the periphery folded to reduce costs in the 
manner of Buxton would have been obvious. To have further inverted the pockets to 
hide the seams would have been obvious in view of such teaching by Stember et al.
